Document Dl is considered to be the closest prior art. 
Said document discloses the features of the preamble of 
claim 1 (see in particular the additional embodiment in 
the form of a magnetic locking mechanism in Dl, figure G 
or figure 7) as follows: 

a locking system in a safety switch, having a read 
head (2) and an actuator (1) which comprise, respectively, 
a first and a second subassembly (4, 5) with electrical 
and/or electronic components that can be brought into 
interaction with no electrical contact and thereby control 
the safety switch, the actuator (1) on the read head (2) 
being lockable by means of a switchable electromagnet (29) 
that coacts with an opposing element (5) and the 
locking mechanism being lockable by means of a sensor 
element (33) , the output signal of said sensor element 
being dependent on the magnetic field that can be 
generated by the electromagnet (29) . 
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The subject matter of claim 1 differs from Dl by virtue of 
the characterising part. 

The degree of locking strength produced by the magnetic 
field of the electromagnet can be controlled by means of 
the sensor element 

Effect: 

The problem addressed by the invention is that of 
adjusting the locking force according to, for example, the 
associated engine, an open-loop or closed-loop control being 
provided for the electromagnet. The available documents 
do not disclose these features for solving the above 
problem. 



The subject matter of claim 1 therefore satisfies the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(2) and (3).
